Mational Piwident. 

The Intenrlew Mr. Doto^MOuof In 
full Is as followa: 

James E. Dolan, President' of the 
national association of the Ancient 
.Order of Hibernians, expressed himself 
qnilc forcibly over the jjerforniance of 
the 'Emerald IsU-,' Kiveii at the Wieling 
Opera House. He referred first to a 
resolution pas8e<l at the last national 
convention at Denver, which reads: 

8entim«pt «hh ngard to stage and news- 
paper caricature of onr race. We must 

not rest until the buffoon Stage Irish- 
man and prevalent newspaper oaricatnie 

be driven from public view." 



Then .Mr. 1 )olan went on to dissect the 
play anil s^iid that it was his duty to see 
that the above recommendation of the 
national assodatioa be eanied out. He 
said: 

"Regarding the dngiag and music iu 
•Tha Bmcrald Isle,* I have no criticism 
to make, aa I do not oonalder mysdf a 

competent judge of snch maltera. It is 

a well known fact that onr Irish citiiens 
are now and always have been enthusi- 
astic patrons of our local theaters. They 
recognise in the stage a wonderful 
•dncator when conducted along proper 
linea. 

Tim to their natioaaUty. many jour- 
neyed to the theater to witneas the pro- 
duetfon of the 'Bmerald Id*,' expecting 
that anything from the pen of the great 

Sullivan would be elegant and instruc- 
tive. Great, indeed, was their surprise 
when they found that jwrts of the so- 
called ciicra were devoted to a ridiculous 
caricaturing of their The male 

members of the chorus were costume<'. 
and made up In a most ridiculous man- 
ner, aad they were frequently referred to 
by Jefferaon De Angdla at 'them' 
Hibernians,' which la the name of a 
society having a membership of nearly 
200,000 In this Country, whose aims and 
objecU are for the advancement and 
development of all that is noble in the 
Irish character. The society has con- 
tributed most liberally and loyally toward 
the upbuilding and advancement of this 
great nation, 2bd its members no doubt 
will deeply regret the insult offered them 
hy calUag aodi as'I have alluded toby 
tbdr name." 

Mr. De AngeUs, during the progress of 
the play, assumes to impersonate a typi- 
cal Irishman by putting on aUge whis- 
kers and distorting his face. The day 
has long since past when legitimate 
comedians are obliged to resort to such 
methods while portraying; a character. 
Disgusting, indeed, are such inetho<i8 to 
those familiar with the people of the 
BmamW Isle, tbek mode of living, style 
of dreaa, etc, for it is a well known fact 
that the dty of Dublin, and I may men- 
tion other cities in Ireland, is known to 
be one of the most faabioaabla dticsin 
the world. Nowhere fan be found better 
dressed men. 

"If what we witnessed laat evening was 
a correct impersonation of the typical 
Irish gentleman the author must have 
forgotten the chief characteristics of the 
Irish race. He must have forgotten that 
auch men as WulfeTone, Robert Ummet, 
Bdwin Burke, Oliver Goldsmith, Lord 
Bdward Filxgerald, John Mitchell, Chss. 
Stewart Pamell, aiid in out own land W. 
Bonrke Cockran and many other Irish- 
American citizens, prominent in art, In 
literature and in adence, are not, ac- 
cording to the author, or, I may add, the 
manager of the opera, to be oonsidared 
as typical Irish gentlemen. 

"I have only words of praise for John 
I,. ti«rr, who has made the Wieting 



Opera Hooae what it to today, a pleasure 
resort where only the best and most 

wholesome productions sre tolerated. I 
desire only to criticise such portion of 
this liarticular production and all other 
pioduclions which offer insult to people, 
no matter of what nationality." 

As De Angelis is expected in Louis- 
ville this season with "The Bmersld 
Isle," it wUl be well for local Irisb- 
Amerlcnns to bear Mr. Dolan's words in 
mind. If Mr. De AngeHs and the man- 
agers of theatrical compmles find that 
buffoon stage Irishmen are not wanted 
aooiaUdng bottar will soon he givtn Uwm.

Division 1, Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians, held a large ano enthusiastic meet- 
ing Tuesday niKbt.

IRISH CURIOS 



Vnak J. Klacoe, Snpicmc President of 

the Young Men's Institute, came to 
Louisville Monday afternoon and waa 
met by C.rand President Perry, Grand 
Secretary Lautz and President Joe 
Piazza, of Trinity Council. He was 
taken to the Louisville Hotel, w here he 
was informally presented to a number of 
the leading membera of the Y. M. I. of 
UulsvUlc. This was Mr. Kierce's sec- 
ond vidt to Louisville. Bto former visit 
occn rr ad in June IM9. 

At 8 o'dock in the evening Supreme 
President Kierce wss formally presented 
to the local Y. M. I's. at Trinity Hall. 
Trinity Council of course was ont in full 
force, and large delegations from Unity 
Council of New Albany, and Mackin 
and Satolli Coundia were oa hand to 
wdcome the supreme executive of the 
order. Preaident Piszza was in the duir. 
Snpreme Pnaidcat Kierce, SnpreaM Di- 
rector for the Kantadcy > Jnriadiction 
John J. Barry, Grsnd President Perry 
and Grand Secretary Lants came into 
the hall toxelher, escorted by John J. 
Sullivan, of Trinity Council. Ou being 
presetiteil to the assembled members of 
the order Mr. Kierce aaidin part: 

"I came down the Ohio river aad arrived 
rather late. I am at preanit making a 
tour of observation rather than formal 
viahs to the mrioos eoondla.- I will re- 
turn to CUieago oa Tboradsy. I have 
been wcH pleaaad with tha rerah of my 
obaervations since (he Omaha conven- 
tion." 

Mr. Kierce next dwelt on the new ad- 
ministration of tilt- order of which 
.Stqwenta- Director John J. Barry, of New 
Haven, Ky., in a part. He said the order 
finds itself with all debts paid and a 
comftortable balance in the treasury. 
He toM howtite recent conveatloa had 
set adde |1-,M0 for the pttrpoae «f ocgaa- 
isatioai ThtoSMMSy to-tn ba=naad andsr 
the supervision tof thi! Stqmsn Board of 
Directors, and it is expected that this 
sum will be ample to enable all jurisdic- 
tions to organize new councils. It will 
atao enable the sup-erne officers to assist 
the grand officers in extending this 
grand Catholic organization. 

Mr. Kierce said that the Y. M. I. was 
now able to manage ita own afiaira as 
wdl aa any CathoMc etganhatlnn in the 
oonnuy. Bs lakl. •«We4w*e a CstheUe 
orgatriaaties 41M «ppstfs «e OrthoUes 
without regard to poaitiea. This to good 
for yonng men. The organizatloif is 
now ready to do the good work expected 
of it, and I am free to believe that the 
membership is now better than ever be- 
fore in this day of casentisl commercial- 
ism. One csn not become s member of 
the order unless it is for the good of the 
order. The ofgiinisation is now on a 
higher idaae than ever before, uid every 
■emb er to practical' CatiMfc. The 
finandal condition, too, ia better than 
ever in the history of the order. There 
is no trouble between the Supreme Board 
of Directors and any of the subordinate 
councils. The work of the order is being 
better performed than at any time since 
its esUblishment." 

Mr. Kierce also stated that he waa 
proud to learn that every mem b er of the 
executive eonunlttae of the CatboHc 
Truth Society was a meihber of the 
V. M. I. He also dwelt st length upon 
the fact that ao many priests were' join- 
ing the order and thereby encouraging 
the young men of their respective con- 
gregations to l>ecome members. He also 
mentioned the social improvement and 
development to be obtained by becom- 
ing members of the order. He said it 
was an order that reaches ont and does 
good for all plassas of yooag man, be 
they rich or poor.' In thto reapet It anr- 
pssjed any other Catholic organisation. 
He alao aaid that fifty ycara benoe there 
would be no national CathoHc organiza 
tions; that is organizations of Irish Cath- 
olics and German Catholics,, they would 
all be American Catholics, and he fore- 
saw that the Youojp; Men's Institute 
would Uke the lead. He urged all Cath- 
olic young men to join the order now, 
for in this way only could they be ad- 
vanced. None were exdnded for mone- 
tary reaaona. The poor yonng man was 
ss welcome iii the order as the'rich. 

Mr. Kierce spoke feelingly of Gen 
Smith of the Philippine commission 
Gen. Smith was formerly at the beail of 
the order iu San Francisco. Mr, Kierce 
paid high tribute to bis courage, devo- 
tion to duty and perseverance. He held 
him up ss sn exsmple for the young 
men of the order, tfe said that the man 
who win extend the hand of felkniahip 
and charity to all wih do arach for bU 
poorer fellows. Mr. Kierce islao drew s 
parallel between the rich Catholics who 
do nothing for the worthy poor yonng 
men and the rich Protestants who are 
constsatly endowing Young Men's

. The cnrlo departmaat of tha Irtoh fair 
just dosed was not the least attractive 
feattire of that pleasant event. If any 

one had asked a month ago if a hundred 
curios from Ireland could be found in 
Louisville he would doubtless have lv;en 
answered in the negative. Very few peo- 
ple thought so. And yet when a request 
was mnde the response was prompt. It 
seems that every Irish family in Louis- 
ville has somethii^ from the dear old 
land, and if tha Uff waa to be hdd over 
agdn no donbMhe atmiber of curios dis- 
played would have been quintupled. 

Many of the cnrioo displayed were real 
works of art and of historical interest. 
Among other curios displayed was a 
handsome map of Ireland by counties 
and baronies, loaned by Company A, 
Hit>ernian Knights. William Nash, of 
422 East St. Catherine street, sent a 
bandsomdy carved pipe made of Irish 
bogwood, an4 a bladttbom cane. Joseph 
J. McGinn sent a handsomely woven 
grfeen and ||itld tAble.oovcr made in Dub- 
lin in 1721, A. D. Mis. Mary Meehan 
sent a silver-mounted cross made of black 
Coiitieiiiar.i tiiaible. Michael Ke.uu y sent 
a petritied mushroom, found near Lough 
Neagh, and which has been in possession 
of the Keaney family aeveral hundred 
years. Mrs. Phil IHOiwiiii sent a very 
handsome shawl brought from Ireland 
in 1852 and a ha idaome card caae made 
of wood that grew near the Lakes of 
Kiltame;!^. Mtsl John J. Plynn ex- 
hibited some very handsome Irish lace 
and handsome woolen articles. 

One article exhibited of more than 
ordinary interest to Louisville people wmb 
an Irish lace dress more than a hundred 
years old. It was originally the wedding 
dress of the maternal grandmother of 
Major . Ed H!WbeS|,snd tl^n became tbe. 
wedding dresp of his mother Jflr^. M»r^ 
HughM. ' AirUr that It 4n^Wwc^ni{ 
dress of tbb ihftei. Sstoaatad^ lln»>'Vini 
Lyons, and |f font^fnff^ tt^n-. 
Sallie Hughes McCullougb, of 2lb3 West 
Broadway. Mrs. Neil McDeviti^iilail^ 
an original portrait of Dauiel U*Qamdf 
aud Daniel (J'Conuell's sefl stamp and 
letter box. Many years agp these articles 
were given by O'CouneH hinritelf to' his 
housekeeper when she married. She 
was Mrs. Hanlon, and for some years ^- 
fore her death lived in Loiiisvllie. At 
her death she gave tbeae artides to l^r- 
liaird'McDevitt, Bow deceased, who trns- 
ured them highly, «ad when he died 
they passe<l into the.posscMiou of his 
son, Neil McDevitt's family. Mrs. Mc- 
Devitt generously loaned them to the 
Irish fair. She also loaned a handsome 
Irish tea jar. 

Mrs. M. Callahan ifoancd a very elabo- 
ratdy emhroidereld Irish shrend, brought 
from Ireland in Ufi5. It waa m^de in 
Arty Parish, Connty Limerick. Mrs. T. 
J. ScaUy aeiit a handsomely knitted 
undershirt nude by her grsndtnother, 
Mrs. Mary MoUoy, iu Ryan Parish, 
Kings county, thirty-eight years ago. 
Michael Sheeban, of ly')(> Portland 
avenue, sent an ancient Irish double 
barreled pistol. Janus 1'. Gardner sent 
a colored pictivre, "Uld Times at Donuy- 
brook Fair. ' ' 

Mrs. Thom^ P. Clinas «diiV^ted a 
very old copy af "Moore's Melodies, " 
printed both in Irish and English, s 
oound'dijpy 'of the Dublin Penny Msga- 
zine of lS'lsr and a copy of Thomas 
Davis' poems published in 1848. All of 
these are treasures beyond price to Mrs. 
Clines. Mrs. James Noonan sent a very 
handsome shawl woven in Ireland more 
than 100 years ago. Mrs. Thomas P. 
Clines slso losned a rosary made of Irish 
bog oak, and a curiously carved crudfix, 
found in the "Hdl of Twdve Pins" in 
the western part of the highlands of 
Connemata aidra than a century ago, 
evidently a rdic of the old penal daya, 
when Catholics in Ireland had to bide in 
the hills to bear mass. Handsomely 
carved sbillelabs were loaned by Steve 
I hin.iiigan and Humler &. Nolan. John 
,M. Daltou, of SI!) West Jefferson street, 
sent a very haiidsotuely carved csne of 
bog oak and a shillelah of uniqye 
pattern. Mrs. Timothy J. Reardon, 
formerly Miaa Maggie Kilkenny, sent a 
bunch of ahamroua framed In Dunmora, 
Connty Galway. Mra. John Kilkenny, 
of S50 West Magnolia avenue, sent a 
tabto cover of Irish linen, made by her 
graudmotber in Mount Bellew, Connty 
Galway, in I8I(>. Mrs. Walter Smith, of 
1218 Thirteenth street, sent a woolen 
petticoat, made *jy her mother in Galway 
iu 18C8. Phil McGovern loaned an 
illuminated copy of the Lord's prayer 
done in Irish characters aad quite a work 
of art. Rich Quinn loaned Uie portnuts 
of tha Irish mambers of Britiab Parlia- 
ment In tM6. Mra Thomas Hines, of 
1824 High street, loaned a aacrcd picture 
at )mM 1» jntn old.

There in 
Boston and Lowell the people are neither 
sfraid nor a.shamed to acknowledge that 
they are Catholics or Irish or Hiberniaus.

Th« •tatcmcnt of the anthracite 
coal operators has been given the 
commission by President Baer, of 
the Reading railway. It to merely 
• icncral denial of the statement 
for the miners by President 
Mitchell, except that Baer proteaU 
againat any recognition whatever 
of the United Mine Wnrkcra, and 
questions the right of the commis- 
sion to do BO, aUhoHgh the opera- 
tors virtually recognized the 
miners' union when they accepted 
the signatures of Mitchell and his 
associates to the proposition for a 
iiniii mM "". Wth partiea agreeing 
toaoocpt the award and resume^ 
operations in their mines. The 
differences between the operators 
mod miners was just what the 
commission was appointed to inves- 
tigate and pass upon; and further, 
the commission will also dedde 
how and by whom thc^artiesto 
the contrdversy— operators and 
miners— shall be represented. 
Baer's statement does not show the 
positioo of the operators, except 
that they persist in declining to 
recognize the right of the miners 
to do what the operators hiive done 
and are dolag— thatiaorgaiiise and 
act together throngh chosen repre- 
sentatives. The anthracite com- 
panies are united in a oomtiination 
with Pserident Baer and others as 
representatives and spokesmen to 
present the case for all the com- 
panies, but deny to the miners the 
right to organize a anion with 
President Mitchell and others as 
representatives and spokesmen to 
present the case foridl the miners. 

TheinoonsisteDGywid injustice of 
the operators' protest is so manifest 
as to cause doubt of their sincerity 
in agreeing to submit the matters 
in dispute to a commission. Any 
investigation that denied either 
party equal and full representation 
and hearing would be • faroe. and 
a decision based on such one-sided 
proceeding would be unjust. 

Yet. from the course of the 
operators and their protesU against 
the miners' union being recognized 
in any manner by the commission, 
thus depriving the miners of all 
representatioB, it seetts that was 
the kind of investigation and 
decision they expected when they 
agreed to refer the matter to the 



The commission, however, will

The growth of the Catholic 
Churdi in the West is but the re- 
flection of the progressive prosper- 
ity of the Catholic settlers of that 
part of our county. Churches, 
achools, ittstUutions are being built 
eqtial to those of other sections of 
the couutry, and it is the Western 
Catholics who pay for them. In 
Denver ground has been broken 
for a Cathedral to cost $300,000, 
and it is intended that it shall be 
free of debt whem completed.

eVBN TO THB TUHBS. 

We believe in "giving the Devil 
his due." There is altogether too 
much racket in labor circles over 
the Times' offer of a ptiwt for the 
most popular trades unionist. The 
Times has a right to offer a prize 
for the most popular tradea unionist 
or the noat popufau- cnything else; 
workingmen have a right to con- 
test or not contest for the prize, 
and everyone has a right to ap- 
prove or disapprove of it and give 
reasons therefor. Indorsement or 
condemnation of a newspaper's 
editorial or other publication is a 
matter for public controversy. 
We have jumped on the Times for 
its editorial or other matter pub- 
lished by it when deserved, and 
may do so again. Were the con- 
demnation of the Times' proposed 
prize on this basis it would be 
within the right of the public. But 
when the strike or lockout of niUoo 
printers on the Times years sgo 
is recalled and words so used as to 
convey th« impreariou that the 
Times in its dealings with and 
treatment of its employes is an 
"enemy of organized labor," an 
unjuat falsehood is implied. There 
is no occasion to recall the trouble 
between the union and the Times 
of years ago; besides it is a viola- 
tion of good faith, wUdi the unioB 
printers can not approve. The 
fight between the Typographical 
Union and the Times waa kng and 
fierce, but when the partiea there- 
to—the Typographical Union and 
the Times management — mutually 
accepted and signed terms of settle- 
ment, that fight ended then and 
there. Those terms of settlement 
have been faithfully lived up to 
by both parties ever since. The 
Times became and has remained 
strictly union in every department, 
the relations have been amicable 
and aatiabctory with no occarioo 
for compfadnt. 

Whatever may be said of the 
position of the Times editorially 
and otherwise, in its dealings with 
labor it it strictly arid tiMMMgUy 
union.

My regiment 
waa than seat to tba PbiUpptaaa, aad dbr> 
ing the whole of our alajr thai* we wcr< 
quartered on the Island of Mindanao, 
one of the most southern islands of the 
Philippine group. On our. return we 
came by way of Manila, a four days' 
sail from Mindanao. We remaine<l four 
days in Manila and then 900 of us were 
put aboard the I'nited States army trans- 
port Logan and brought home to the 
Statea. On the way hooie we stopped at 
Hagasaki, Japan. We ware wdl treated 
alwitys; otb«rwlse I would not have re- 
enllatad. Wa had gMd, anbataatial food 
aad plenty of it, and we could not have 
bad better medical attention. There 
were six Kentuckians in my company, 
but I was the only one from Louisville. 

"The native Filipinos are brown- 
skinned people. Their features are Very 
fine. The majority of the people are 
small. They are a religious people in 
aooie ways, but they are also invetehtte 
gamblers. They all go to church on 
Sunday and then hurry home for their 
game roosters. Rooster fighting occupies 
the remainder of the day. They have a 
number of handsome churches iu Manila, 
but elsewhere they are not much to boast 
of. The majority of the people seem 
pleased with American rule, and I believe 
the islands will soon be pacified. The 
climate of Mindanao is esuelleat, though 
mosquitoes are pteatiful. One can sleep 
under a blanket every night during the 
year, and I was not inconvenienced by 
the heat except when we were on long 
marches iu the hills. The main food of 
the Filipinos is rice and fish. Of course 
we got fresh beef and mutton from Aus- 
tralia and plenty of good fresh bread. 
The native drink is "tuba," a liquor 
drawn from the cocoanot tree, tt is very 
sweet when first drawn, but beeoaiea 
strong after twenty-four hours aad ia in- 
toxicating. The poorer dass of people 
live in huts made of uipa and bamboo. 
The nipa is like a palm leaf and is aewed 
on bamboo strips. 

"We only lost two men from our com- 
pany while I was away. One was 
drowned accidentally and the other, 
James Harlan, had been sent out to help 
erect a telephone line. He was ambushed 
by the nativaa aad cut to pieces. Several 
detaehMBta from oar company went in 
search of the band, bat only one Filipino 
waa found. Of course he was stiot I 
was not in any of the detachments and 
took no part in the search. 

"Ou our return home we were kept iu 
quarantine at Angel's Island, outside the 
Golden Gate, and the last night there we 
had a minstrel show. The performers 
were all soldiers and the officers and 
their wivea all attended and ebjoyed the 
fun. Before coming to Louisville I went 
to Port Thomas snd re-enlisted, and I 
am now assigned to Company C, Third 
Infantry. I am home now on a furlough, 
but I have to return to Port Thomas next 
Tuasdaiy.''

The latter waa ia r ee p oa aa to one of 
which Sir TboBMS Orattaa Bsmonde was 
tbe bearer. The letter was rigned by 
both Protestants and Catholics. Pope 
IvCo'e reply in full is as follows: 

"To our dear son, Thomas Grattan 
Ksmonde, first whip of the Irish party: 
The Sons of Patrick, who from time im- 
memorial have been so desirious of testi- 
fying their devotion to tbe Holy See, 
could not fail during the year of our 
Pontifical jubilee to join their voice in 
the Bugnificeat concert of friidtations 
and good wiahaa which come to vM ftom 
even tbe meet diatant regions. The wel- 
come we have given you at the Vatican 
has enabled you to realize how great is the 
good will we have in oar heart for our 
dear Irish children. 

"But it is not enough for us that you 
should merely be the verbal, though faith- 
ful, r eport e r of our sentiments toward 
your aattoB. We wish to repeat by this 
letter^bow egieeable to us bss been the 
misdon with which you bay* been in- 
trnked; and we hereby renew to thoae 
whom you r epres e nt and to yourself as- 
surance of our paternal good will by 
giving them fromour heart the apostolic 

Ijeiiediclion." 

In transmitting the Papallatter Cardi- 
nal Rampolla wrote: 

"Honorable Sir— The Holy Father has 
thus eady deeired to address a letter to 
yon to give you testimoey of tbe tatis- 
faeUoa eaaaad bim by tiM hoaave you 
have r e n e wed to him ia the name of the 
Irish Parliamentary party. Herewith I 
have the pleasure of remitting to you a 
Papal document which will give cause 
for rejoicing to those who have int usted 
you with the noble mission of represent- 
ing them. At the same time I take the 
opportunity to asaata yea, air, of my 
high esteem."

GRAND TRIBUTE 



To the Worth of Judge Matt O'Doherty Paid By Judge Henry S. Barker 

in Presenting a Handsome Portrait. 



Hundreds of Friends of the Able Irtsh-Amerlcan Jurist Crowded the Court 
Room and Were Moved By the Eloquent Speech. 



An Appropriate Gift From Admiring Friends Now Adorns the Court Room 
Over Which Judge O'Doherty is the Presiding Spirit. 




Seldom, if ever, was sudi a crowd at- 
tractetl to the Court House as attended 
there last Monday. The occasion was 
the presentation to Judge Matt 
O'Doherty of an oil portrait of himself. 
The porttsit was a gift of a number of 
Judge O'Doiiertx's friends and was 
painted for them by A. O. Revenaugii, 
the moat oelebrsted portrait painter of 
the Mississippi Valley. 

The oil portrait of Judge O'Doherty 
was hung in the Court House, Common 
I'Icas Division, No. '2, on Saturday. 
The hour for the presentation was set for 
HI o'clock Monday morning, but long 
before that hour hundreds of friends of 
Judge O'Doherty had asaembled in the 
coart*roiom to do honor to him and those 
who were to takapart in the-fornlal pra- 
sentation. The Ug bell at the CUr Hall 
had not ceased danglng the stroke of 
ten when Judge O'Doherty entered the 
court room, but Judge Barker was there 
ahead of him, and when the last stroke 
of 10 o'clock died Judge Barker said: 

"Judge O'Doherty, I bear with me 
this morning a very pleasant and a very 
difficult commission; pleasant because 
I eiteem it an honor to have my name 
linked with yours area slighUy snd tem- 
porsrily. Difficult because the oppor- 
tunity s^oidad me calls forthe exercise 
of powers t»wUdi Ilsy no clsin|. 

"I have fieen deputed by a laige drda 
of your ardent friends and sdmirera to 
present to you and to the public a Icsli- 
uionial of their love for yourself and 
their admiration for your char.icter as a 
judicial magistrate. They have caused 
to be painted by the hand of genuis this 
picture, which hangs upon the wall df 
the court over which you have presided 
with so ninch digniiy snd honor, snd in 
accordance with a besntifdl custom that 
has ^rown up at this bar. they propose 
that this picture shall hang there while 
the court endures, and they l>elieve, and 
they bill me say that in thus adorning 
the walls of this temple of the law, they 
present to the public the lineameuts of a 
Judge who was just without arrogance, 
who was honest without pride, and who 
was firm in the disdmrge of his duty 
without cruelty. 

"ScSroely a year ago the Ootemor of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky in the 
exercise of his prerogative appointed yon 
to the oflice of Judge of this court. 
Those of us who had tlie honor to stand 
within the charmed circle of your ac- 
quaintance knew then what the public 
so well knows now that the manner in 
which you would dischaige the duties 
incumbent upon 3Pan woidd reflect im- 
measurable credit upon the wisdom of 
your appointment. - 

"Your elevation to the bench and the 
splendid manner -In which you have 
adorned it has been peculiarly gratifying 
to the Irish-Americans, tb%n whom we 
have no more worthy or patriotic citi- 
zens. They are gratified at your eleva- 
tion because they see in it perliap.s the 
somewhat tardy recognition of the great 
debt which Uia eoaatry owes to Iriah- 
Americans. 

"This is not the time nor the plaoe to 
apeak of this brilliant page in our coan- 
try's history, but I may be pardoned if I 
aay ia paaring ttuit the dasds of Irishiaan 
upon American aoU consdti^ a richer 
inheritance for our poaterity than all the 
gold ever dug from the bowels of our 
mines. Wherever the batUcs of the 
republic have been fought there Iriah 
valor has been found in the forefront of 
ihe stmggie for the aupicuiucy of the 
country of its adoption. With Washing- 
ton, Iriahmcn left their bloody footprints 
npOB the snows of Valley I'orge; with 
Andrew Jackaon they citmched behind 
the cotton bales st New Orleaaa; with 



Taylor and Scott they captured the halls 
of the Montf/.umas and ad<led an empire 
to the domain of our country; with Phil 
Sheridan they galloped upon his wild 
mad ride to Winchester snd to victory, 
and with fat Ciebnrae they stormed over 
the bloody battlemaats of Franklin, not 
to victory, but to death and a hero's 
grave instead. 

"The contribution of Ireland to Amer- 
ica can not be told in words or ezpreaaed 
in fij;ure.s. 

"Do wc seek for beatity, then Irish 
womanluKx', like the fair Hesperian Irei-, 
is laden with blooming gold. Do we 
need a champion. Irish eloquence stirs 
the heart like the blast of a bugle. Do 
we went for wisdom, Irish intelligence 
Uluminstcs the cotancils of the nation. 
Do «a need defcndera, Irish blood ia 
poured out' like water upon the altar of 
liberty. . 

"Sir, standing in this presence snd in 
this court, belonging to the rsce that 
calls itself Anglo-Saxon and which wor- 
ships only at Protestant altars, my heart 
swells with pride, with love and with 
gratitude when I feel that in a country 
thus consecratiMl hy Iriah sacrifice, no 
Irishmbn to hold an ollice needs to forget 
the land that holds the ashes of bis 
fsthers or betrsy the religion which he 
learaed to liap at his molher^s knaa. 

"8lr, it is sn awful thing to be a Judge. 
In some aenae, snd I speak it with be- 
coming awe and reverence, a Judge is 
the Vicegerent of God upon earth. It is 
bis to deal out justice l^tween man and 
n, and justice ia the subliuiest attri- 
of the Almighty. Woe l>e to that 
agenX then, wno jugglea with the de- 
crees If a principal of whom it is written. 
'The jnotonenU ofKhe Lord are true snd 
righteousaipsethir.' 

"But your^diclal career is ssfe. With 
you the admini^hiation of the law ia its 
integrity, without fear and without 
favor, has ever been the first and highest 
consideration. Vou have not l)een swept 
on the one ham) by maudlin sentiment 
into decreeing alms to the poor out of 
the pockets of the rich; nor have you on 
the other hand, been awed by the 
faoams of V'*'^ withholdiuK from 
the weak the jnd (neat which was bis 
due. In this omrt there has been no 
one so high ss ti > be sbova tha lestralat 
of the law, and |n thia court there baa 
been no one so low as to be beneath its 
protecting influences. Truly, it can be 
said of you, sir. that you ever held the 
scales uf justice with so fiini a han<l that 
not even the eye uf envy could see it 
tremble in the balance, and you deserve 
to hem the swaatest words that can ever 
fsll vgon the aiirfr of a public officer. 
•WeU done, thojii good and faithful 
servant.' " .| 

. After the sppisuae which followed 
Judge Bsrker's tteech 'had died swsy. 
Judge O'Doherty^ responded from the 

bench: 

"My friends, I citn only say that words 
entirely fail we on this occasion. I 
thank you from my heart for this evi- 
dence of your good will and esteem. In 
socepting this ma<. k of your friendship 
through the handi of your chosen repre- 
sentiitive to the highest court of the 
Stste. I feel thst I am honored far be- 
yond my deserts. ' The words of praise 
which you have] heard from 'my friend 
yon ahould not charge to his judgment, 
bat to the genero^ty of hia heart It is 
perhaps the only flaw that frienda or 
enemy, if he his an enemy, has ever 
l)ccn a!;lc to discover in Judge Barker. 
During my brief career upon this bench 
I have experienced kindness and con- 
sideration on every hand— from my 
brethren of the bench and bar, as well as 
from my frieadsi oolsUe of the pr«(as> 



sion. My only regret is that my obliga- 
tions are so great that I can never hope 
to discharge even a tithe of them. I can 
only say. my friends, to one and all that I 
thank you from my heart for this latest 
evidence of your kindness and good will, 
and beg to offer to each of yon the as- 
surf nee of my testing gratitude. 

Both before and irfler the presentation 
the portrait waa much admired. From 
the standpoint of Judge O'Doherty's 
friends who -ir? not artists, it is a speak- 
ing likeness. It coul<l not be better. It 
is a 5x«rtrait of Kentucky's foremost 
jurist in his most l>ecoming mood, 
neither mirthful nor sorrowful. He is, 
as it were, thinking out some legal 
problem. The handsome gilt frame sur- 
rounding the }Ktrtrait is s fining embel 
liabment fcir a work of art that it is hoped 
will long adorn the Court House and 
wilt be pointed to with pride by the Irish 
and Irish-Americans of I^iuisville for 
years to come. Judge O'Doherty has 
been on the t>ench less than s ycsr. But 
he has in that time nada a cnditabla 
record for himself. 

Judge O'Doberity is a living exempliti 
cation of the dignity of labor. He was 
born about fifty years sgo in thaConnty 
Leitrim, Irelsad, and tnare received a 
common school education. When about 
fifteen years of age arrived in the 
I'nlted States, without father or mother, 
and left to his own resources. After 
about eighteen .months spent in the East 
he Gsme to Louisville. His first work 
was as a car builder's apprentice at the 
Louisville & Nashville shops. After a 
few months he gave up his apprentice- 
ship to work AS a day laborer on the 
Louisville & Nashville freight platform. 
He was always s stodavt sad an intense 
Irish NationaUat. The Irish MstiouslisU 
of Louisville came to know him. When 
an opportunity offered he waa given a 
place in the County Court House, which 
he fille<l with cretiit to himself anil to the 
satisfaction of his friends. Before his 
term had exjiireil the Sachs, attorneyf, 
had advised him to study law. They 
also offered him the use of their law 
library. Mr. O'Doherty took advantsge 
of it. studied Isw, snd when his time ex- 
pired as deputy dark hang out hia shin 
gle as a practidng attoraey. . Prom that 
time on hia fonnne has been in the 
ascendant. 

Judge O'Doherty has always been in 
terested in politics, though he has never 
t>een a (Solitician. In 1^06 he was the 
Republican nominee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. At that time Km- 
tnckv was hopeleesly Democratic. When 
WinUm Jennisgs Bryan was noninatcd 
for the Presideaey "by the free silverites, 
in 1890, Mr. O'Doherty waa one of the 
first to espouse the csuae of free silver. 
He sought no office then nor haa he 
sought any since. When the Legislature 
paswd a law creating two new Judgeships 
on the Jefferjon Circuit Court bench 
early this year many able lawyers weie 
urged for the pUces. Judge O'Doherty 
was not urged, waa not preaented, was 
not coosiderad by aay parson ssve Gov. 

LC. W. Beckhsm. When Gov. Beck- 
m's choice .was made known it met 
with not only the approval but the hearty 
commendation of the other members ot 
the local bar. J iidge O'Doherty accepted 
a place ou the bench because he con 
sidercd it an honor. He declined to In- 
come a candidate for re-election for rea- 
sons best known to himself, and any one 
who knows Judge O'Doherty will know 
they are good reasoni.
